Thirtieth  Annual  Report  of  the 
School  Committee. 


We  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  for  the 
past  year  together  with  that  of  the  Superintendent  which  has 
been  adopted. 

At  the  town  meeting  in  March  Rev.  S.  L.  Morse  was 
elected  on  the  School  Board  for  three  years.  After  the 
election  of  Mr.  Morse  the  School  Board  at  once  organized 
with  C.  A.  Lancaster  as  chairman,  F.  E.  Sweetsir,  purchas¬ 
ing  agent,  and  Rev.  S.  L.  Morse,  secretary. 

Our  union  with  North  Andover  in  employing  the  Super¬ 
intendent  for  the  schools  having  given  perfect  satisfaction,  a 
like  arrangement  was  made  for  a  Superintendent  in  April 
1905. 

We  have  made  quite  a  number  of  improvements  in  the 
school  buildings  during  the  past  year  and  have  been  obliged 
to  make  several  expensive  repairs  such  as  shingling  the  roof 
of  the  Prospect  Street  school  house  and  one-half  of  the  roof 
on  the  High  school  building.  We  also  connected  two  of  the 
school  buildings  with  water  which  has  proven  to  be  quite  a 
convenience  to  both  teachers  and  scholars. 

At  the  Bear  Hill  school  we  made  quite  a  few  necessary 
improvements,  among  them  being  a  change  of  desks  in  the 
school  room,  discarding  all  the  old  fashioned  double  desks 
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and  substituting  single  desks  which  were  taken  from  other 
schools  where  they  were  not  used.  VVe  were  also  obliged  to 
build  a  new  chimney  on  the  outside  of  the  building,  remov-  . 
ing  the  old  chimney  formerly  used. 

We  made  a  change  in  the  school  room  at  Merrimacport, 
which  is  now  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building  instead  of  on 
the  second  floor.  We  furnished  the  room  with  much  better 
desks  and  chairs  than  formerly  used,  which  were  taken  from 
our  supply  room. 

The  Centre  First  Primary  school  we  have  moved  into 
the  adjoining  room  which  is  larger,  lighter  and  in  better 
repair.  We  furnished  this  room  with  several  new  desks  and 
chairs  and  thoroughly  renovated  all  of  the  desks  and  chairs 
by  repainting  the  iron  work  and  revarnishing  the  wood  work. 

In  the  ninth  grade  we  substituted  about  one-half  the 
number  of  desks  and  chairs  with  others  taken  from  our  stock 
room  which  were  in  a  much  better  condition  than  those 
removed. 

In  the  High  school  a  large  part  of  the  woodwork  was 
revamished  and  also  all  the  desks  and  chairs. 

The  School  Committee  are  much  pleased  with  the  work 
of  the  superintendent  and  teachers  during  the  past  year,  and 
all  of  our  schools  are  in  excellent  condition. 

The  tax  rate  for  the  past  year  was  $23  per  thousand  and 
we  have  been  assured  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  unless 
our  appropriations  are  reduced  the  tax  rate  for  1906  will 
be  $25  or  more  per  thousand. 

As  the  school  appropriation  is  by  far  the  largest,  we 
were  asked  how  much  this  could  be  reduced.  There  are 
three  ways  in  which  this  question  can  be  solved  ;  all  of  which 
are  impractical,  if  we  are  to  keep  our  schools  at  the  same 
high  standard  as  in  the  past. 
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First.  By  reducing  the  school  curriculum  of  the  nine 
grades  to  the  legal  limit  of  thirty-two  instead  of  thirty-eight 
weeks,  which  they  have  had  for  many  years.  Under  this 
plan  we  would  save  in  salaries  and  fuel  about  $Soo. 

Second.  By  the  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  all  teachers, 
with  what  that  means.  At  the  present  time  $8,000  of  the 
$10,000  spent  for  school  purposes  is  for  teachers’  and  jani¬ 
tors’  salaries.  Now  we  have  a  corps  of  teachers  of  which 
any  town  may  well  be  proud  ;  all  of  them  experienced  and 
most  of  them  normal  school  graduates.  By  reducing  salaries 
our  schools  must  become  training  schools  for  inexperienced 
teachers  as  we  pay  the  minimum  salary  at  the  present  time 
for  teachers  who  have  had  experience. 

Third.  And  what  seems  to  be  the  most  feasible  method 
is  to  close  all  district  schools,  namely,  Birch  Meadow,  Bear 
Hill  and  Merrimacport,  and  have  the  scholars  receive  their 
education  in  the  graded  schools  at  the  Centre.  Under  this 
plan  the  following  amounts  can  be  saved  :  the  school  at  Mer¬ 
rimacport  has  cost  the  past  year  for  teacher,  janitor,  fuel  and 
repairs  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for  eighteen 
scholars  ;  the  Bear  Hill  school,  with  twenty-two  scholars,  has 
cost  four  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  ($470)  ;  the  Birch 
Meadow  school,  with  three  and  sometimes  only  two  town 
scholars,  and  eight  State  poor  children,  has  cost  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  ($358).  The  town  can  save  on 
this  school,  it  transported  to  the  Centre  as  follows :  if  the 
State  should  take  away  all  the  State  poor  children  it  would 
leave  a  school  of  only  two  or  three  scholars.  Under  these 
circumstances  from  the  very  smallness  of  the  school  it  would 
close  itself,  and  we  could  convey  the  pupils  to  the  Centre  via 
the  electric  railroad  at  one  dollar  per  month  each,  or  twenty  to 
thirty  dollars  per  school  year.  If  on  the  other  hand,  the  State 
should  leave  the  eight  State  poor  children  and  refuse  to  pay 
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transportation  and  we  paid  the  eighty  dollars  a  year  to 
the  electric  railroad  the  town  would  save  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($250)  in  one  year;  this  does  not  include  trans¬ 
portation  of  the  Melvin  child  in  Hadley  district,  but  she  can 
be  conveyed  with  Highland  scholars  at  a  cost  of  about  $60, 
which  would  still  save  the  town  one  hundred  and  ninety  dol¬ 
lars  ($190)  a  year  on  this  school. 

The  saving  to  the  town  under  this  plan  would  be  Birch 
Meadow,  $190;  Bear  Hill  with  transportation  by  electric 
railroad,  $250;  Merrimacport  without  transportation,  $506; 
making  a  total  ot  $946. 

We,  as  a  School  Board,  do  not  recommend  the  adoption 
of  any  one  of  these  three  plans,  as  the  first  two  most  serious¬ 
ly  reduces  the  efficacy  of  our  schools,  and  the  third  would 
meet  serious  opposition  from  the  rural  districts.  However, 
your  Committee  will  gladly  receive  any  instructions  the  voters 
of  the  town  see  fit  to  give  them. 

If  our  schools  are  to  be  run  the  following  year  as  in  the 
past  v>e  recommend  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8, 000 
for  general  school  purposes,  $375  for  superintendent  of 
schools  and  $200  for  transportation  of  scholars. 

The  above  is  the  minimum  amount  as  computed  by  our 
superintendent  which  the  town  can  legally  appropriate  and 
not  endanger  the  amount  received  from  the  State.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


Merrimac,  Mass.,  January  15,  1906 
To  the  School  Committee  : 

The  work  ot  the  schools  for  the  year  just  ended  has  been 
carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  last  year.  Commendable 
zeal  has  been  shown  by  the  teachers,  and  exceptionally  good 
results  are  anticipated  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.  The 
method  of  teaching  reading  in  the  primary  grades  has  been 
made  uniform  so  as  to  conform  to  that  which  the  experience 
of  the  last  three  years  has  shown  11s  to  be  the  best  for  our 
schools.  Number  work  has  been  kept  within  proper  bounds, 
and  promotion  fiom  the  first  to  the  second  grade  is  no  longer 
dependent  entirely  upon  the  pupil's  ability  to  give  all  the  com¬ 
binations  up  to  ten.  Geography  as  a  study  now  begins  in  the 
filth  grade  and  ends  with  the  ninth. 

A  new  text  book  on  physiology  has  been  placed  in 
the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades,  and  a  new  course  of  study  on  this 
subject  provided.  This  course  is  based  on  a  “Report  on  a 
Course  of  Study  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene  for  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Public  Schools”  prepared  by  the  “Committee  of 
Twelve.”  It  is  hoped  that  with  these  aids  the  instruction  in 
physiology  and  hygiene  may  be  placed  upon  a  rational  basis 
and  furnish  results  both  practical  and  satisfactory. 
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The  opening  of  the  fall  term  in  September  was  marked 
by  an  unexpected  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils.  1  his 
was  most  apparent  in  the  upper  grades,  particularly  in  the 
eighth  and  ninth,  and  resulted  in  the  consolidation  of  both 
grades  in  Mr.  Whittemore’s  room.  The  seventh  grade  under 
Miss  Gorman  was  increased  in  number  by  the  promotion,  on 
trial,  of  a  few  of  the  most  advanced  pupils  of  the  sixth  grade, 
thus  relieving  Miss  Head’s  room  from  what  at  the  time 
threatened  to  be  a  serious  congestion.  Since  the  change  was 
made,  however,  not  a  few  more  have  removed  from  town, 
not  only  relieving  the  congestion  in  Miss  Head’s  room  but 
also  reducing  the  total  to  a  number  less  than  ever  before 
since  I  have  had  any  knowledge  of  the  schools.  The  total 
number  now  in  school  as  returned  by  the  teachers  at  the  close 
of  the  fall  term  is  360.  This  corresponds  very  closely  with 
the  decrease  in  the  school  population  of  the  town  as  reported 
by  the  census  taker. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  note  the  improvements  at  the  Port, 
Bear  Hill  and  Centre  buildings,  and  also  the  introduction  of 
town  water  into  the  High  and  Prospect  street  schools.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  some  means  may  be  devised  to  supply  the 
Centre  school  with  the  town  water. 

1  he  improvement  in  attendance  is  very  encouraging. 
1  he  per  cent,  for  the  past  year  was  94,  three  points  higher 
than  the  previous  year  and  the  highest  attained  for  several 
years. 

TEACHERS. 

I  he  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  have  been  com¬ 
paratively  few  although  more  numerous  than  last  year.  Miss 
Mittie  A.  Dow,  assistant  teacher  in  the  High  school,  resigned 
at  the  close  of  the  school  year  and  Miss  Amanda  I.  Svmonds 
was  chosen  her  successor.  Miss  Symonds  was  a  graduate  of 
Boston  University  and  had  taught  successfully  in  Goffstown, 
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N.  H.  M  iss  Lilia  M.  Phelps  was  granted  a  vacation  of  one 
year  and  her  place  has  been  tilled  very  satisfactorily  by  Miss 
Elsie  Gorman.  Miss  Gorman  was  a  graduate  of  the  Salem 
Normal  School  in  1902  and  has  taught  with  good  success 
since  that  time.  Miss  Mary  A.  Hughes,  a  graduate  of  our 
own  High  school,  was  elected  to  the  Birch  Meadow  school* 
Transfers  were  made  of  Miss  Hosford  to  the  Bear  Hill  school 
and  Miss  Baxter  from  the  Bear  Hill  school  to  the  Prospect 
street  school  to  fill  the  position  left  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Miss  Alley. 


HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  condition  of  the  High  school  will  be  given  in  detail 
by  the  Principal,  Mi.  C.  W.  Cutts,  in  his  report  which  fol¬ 
lows.  In  many  respects  there  seems  to  be  an  improvement 
both  as  regards  application  and  discipline.  Some  work  that 
ought  to  be  done  can  not  be  done  with  the  present  number  of 
teachers,  and  so  I  refrain  from  any  suggestions  in  this  line. 

The  one  change  that  can  be  made  in  our  High  school 
and  which  in  my  opinion  should  be  made  at  the  earliest 
opportunity,  is  the  lengthening  of  the  English  course  from 
three  to  four  years  and  making  four  years  of  such  work 
necessary  for  securing  a  diploma.  If  thought  best  it  could 
be  arranged  that  a  certificate  of  proficiency  be  given 
when  desired  to  those  choosing  to  leave  at  the  end  of  three 
years.  It  seems  to  me  that  in  a  town  like  this  there  is  no  oc¬ 
casion  for  shortening  the  course  of  study,  especially  in 
English,  the  most  important  branch  of  all,  unless  it  is  desired 
to  have  a  purely  business  or  commercial  course.  Such  a 
course,  in  order  to  compete  successfully  with  the  modern  busi¬ 
ness  college,  would  need  appliances  that  we  do  not  have  and 
can  not  afford,  and  qualifications  on  the  part  of  teachers  that 
they  are  not  supposed  to  possess. 
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The  names  of  those  who  graduated  last  June  will  be 
found  on  another  page  as  also  the  names  of  those  w’ho  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  grammar  grade  and  were  promoted  to  the 
H  igh  school. 

TARDINESS. 

Tardiness  is  becoming  an  evil  in  the  Centre  school  that 
calls  for  prompt  and  decisive  action.  1  he  fault  in  mail) 
cases,  I  regret  to  say,  seems  to  rest  with  the  parents.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  say  that  the  habit  of  punctuality  in  all  the 
duties  of  life  is  of  vital  consequence,  and  the  school  training 
that  will  bring  this  about  is  of  great  value,  and  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  by  parents. 

BOOKS. 

The  books  are  now  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
Most  of  the  old  and  worn  out  book  were,  as  you  know, 
eliminated  from  the  stock,  and  the  new  ones  that  have  been 
added  have  put  us  on  a  new  and  sound  basis.  The  only 
books  now  needed,  and  which  you  have  authorized  me  to 
purchase,  is  a  speller.  There  has  been  no  spelling  book  in 
our  schools  for  a  good  many  years — from  inquiry  I  should 
say  at  least  ten  years.  It  was  quite  the  proper  thing  ten 
years  ago,  and  has  been  since  until  within  a  year  or  two,  to 
discard  the  spelling  book.  It  was  supposed  the  teachers 
could  prepare  their  own  lists  of  words.  The  disposition  now 
is  to  return  to  the  spelling  book.  It  has  been  proved  that  the 
teachers  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  make  their  own  lists  of 
words;  that  the  same  words  are  often  repeated  in  successive 
grades  ;  that  the  reading  books  from  which  the  selections  are 
usually  made  do  not  contain  the  names  of  many  of  the  most 
common  things.  Hence  a  word  list  based  on  authority  should 
be  used  by  teachers,  and  a  good  spelling  book  contains  such  a 
list.  As  the  result  of  using  no  spelling  book  the  spelling  is 
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poor,  and  is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  High  school.  I 
cannot  attribute  this  condition  to  any  other  reason  than  the 
absence  of  the  spelling  book.  This  deficiency  cannot  be  made 
up  in  one  year  or  two,  but  there  ought  to  be  a  gradual  im¬ 
provement  each  year,  and  the  progression  should  be  of  a 
geometrical  nature.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  begin  the  work 
early  in  the  winter  term. 

IN  GENERAL. 

In  a  general  way  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  our  schools 
are  in  a  healthy  condition.  We  are  not  frittering  away  time 
on  fads,  but  are  trying  to  concentrate  attention  upon  essentials. 
Perhaps,  if  thought  best,  we  can  branch  out  next  year  and 
pay  more  attention  to  some  of  the  culture  studies.  We  have 
already  attempted  to  improve  the  work  in  drawing  by  giving 
more  time  to  this  branch  in  the  High  school  and  hope  to 
show  some  practical  results  in  the  near  future.  Throughout 
the  year  there  has  been  manifested  by  the  teachers  a  com¬ 
mendable  spirit  of  loyalty  and  an  earnest  effort  to  attain  the 
best  results. 

In  addition,  your  kindness  and  courtesy  together  with 
your  disposition  to  respond  to  any  reasonable  request  for 
books,  supplies  and  other  aids  has  been  a  great  help  to  us 
all  and  is,  I  can  assure  you,  fully  appreciated  by  your  super¬ 
intendent.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  of  the  High  school  for  the  past  year  has  been, 
in  the  main,  satisfactory.  The  class  that  was  graduated  in 
June  was  unusually  large — the  largest  ever  graduated  from 
the  school,  yet  the  membership  of  the  school  for  the  present 
year  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  present  senior  class  is  smaller  than  usual,  and  hence  the 
membership  of  the  school  next  year  is  likely  to  be  consider¬ 
ably  larger  than  at  present. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  force.  Miss 
Dow,  who  had  taught  in  the  school  for  four  years,  severed 
her  connection  with  the  school  in  June.  Miss  Symonds,  who 
succeeded  her,  has  already  gained  a  strong  position  in  the 
school. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Hartwell,  the  instructor  in 
music,  a  fund  has  been  started  with  which  to  purchase  a  new 
piano.  A  little  over  sixty  dollars  were  realized  from  the 
concert  given  in  May,  and  recently  the  Alumni  Association 
has  added  twenty  dollars  to  the  fund.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
desired  amount  may  be  obtained  so  the  new  piano  may  be  se¬ 
cured  during  the  present  year. 

The  supply  of  town  water  in  the  building  is  greatly  ap¬ 
preciated.  It  is  hoped  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  use  of  it 
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may  be  further  extended  to  improve  the’  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments. 

Our  small  reference  library  is  proving  very  useful  and 
helpful.  Additions  should  he  made  to  it  every  year,  and 
proper  arrangement  of  shelves  or  cases  should  he  made  to 
care  for  it. 

Our  school  should  meet  as  nearly  as  possible  the  needs 
of  the  community,  and  as  these  vary  somewhat  with  the 
times,  the  course  of  study  and  the  equipment  even  of  the 
school,  should  he  varied  to  serve  these  needs.  Hence,  I  wish 
to  emphasize  again  the  suggestions  that  I  made  a  year  ago  in 
regard  to  the  course  of  study.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the 
three  years  course  he  lengthened  to  four  years,  and  he  made 
more  distinctively  a  business  course.  We  already  have  a 
good  nucleus  for  such  a  course  in  our  work  in  book-keeping, 
commercial  arithmetic  and  business  law.  I  would  suggest 
that  typewriting  and  possibly  stenography  be  added.  These 
subjects  in  our  school  would,  I  believe,  prove  attractive  and 
be  of  real  benefit  to  a  class  of  pupils  that  are  worthy  of  con¬ 
sideration. 

I  wish  to  urge  more  complete  and  more  active  co¬ 
operation  between  the  home  and  the  school.  Both  are  eager¬ 
ly  striving  for  the  same  end — the  child’s  highest  good,  and 
the  best  results  can  be  obtained  only  when  both  work  in  per¬ 
fect  harmony.  Perhaps  the  chief  reason  for  the  lack  of  active 
and  vital  co-operation  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  work  of 
the  school  is  often  misunderstood.  It  is  still  generally 
thought  that  the  school  concerns  itself  solely  with  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  knowledge,  while  in  reality  the  act  of  acquiring 
knowledge  is  only  the  means  used  to  accomplish  the  real  end 
and  aim  of  the  school  —  namely,  the  development  of  charac¬ 
ter.  It  is  much  more  important  that  the  pupil  learn  to  ap¬ 
prehend  the  truth  and  acquire  a  taste  for  that  which  is  beau- 
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tif nl  than  that  he  know  all  the  facts  of  science  or  of  history. 
It  is  much  more  important  that  he  acquire  habits  of  industry 
and  power  of  application  than  that  he  be  able  to  solve  every 
problem  in  his  algebra,  or  demonstrate  every  proposition  in 
his  geometry.  We  acquire  habits  of  industry  not  by  precept 
or  by  rule,  but  by  working  industriously.  We  gain  the  pow¬ 
er  of  application  only  by  repeatedly  applying  ourselves  to 
appointed  tasks.  Hence  the  pupil  is  given  tasks  to  do. 
The  time  that  can  be  devoted  to  this  part  of  his  work 
within  school  hours  is  altogether  too  short,  so  he  must  find 
more  or  less  time  for  his  studies  at  home.  It  is  in  this  mat¬ 
ter  that  the  home  can  very  materially  aid  the  school.  I  be¬ 
lieve  our  school  is  manifesting  a  better  spirit  in  regard  to  this 
than  ever  before,  and  that  more  home-work  is  being  done. 
Consequently  there  is  a  general  toning  up  in  the  scholarship 
of  the  school  ;  but  there  will  always  be  opportunity  for  im¬ 
provement.  I  think  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  ask  parents  to 
see  to  it  that  their  children  devote  at  least  two  hours  a  day  to 
home  study. 

The  teachers,  and  pupils  too,  would  be  encouraged  and 
inspired  by  more  frequent  visits  by  parents.  I  understand 
how  difficult  it  is  for  many  parents  to  take  the  time  for  visit¬ 
ing  school,  but  if  they  can  do  so,  I  believe  it  would  be  time 
well  employed. 

I  am  very  glad  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  school,  in 
many  respects,  is  in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition  than 

at  any  previous  time  since  I  have  been  connected  with  it.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 


Mr.  George  E.  Chickering,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — In  submitting  my  first  report  as  director  of 
drawing  in  your  schools  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
interest  manifested  in  this  subject  in  the  various  rooms  is  most 
encouraging. 

The  course  in  drawing  is  essentially  the  same  as  that  laid 
down  by  your  former  supervisor.  In  the  primary  and  gram¬ 
mar  grades  the  work  is  carried  along  on  educational  lines.  In 
the  High  school  it  is  more  technical  in  nature. 

Two  problems  at  the  present  time  under  consideration 

are  : 

( i .)  How  to  increase  in  the  pupils  of  the  grammar 
grades  and  High  school  the  power  of  concentration  and  will¬ 
ingness  to  use  that  power.  Interest  will  carry  one  over  a  cer¬ 
tain  part  of  any  course,  but  always  there  are  some  difficulties 
to  surmount.  If  scholars  would  put  as  much  patience  and 
perseverance  into  drawing  as  is  required  in  solving  arithmeti¬ 
cal  problems,  the  standards  of  this  subject  would  soon  be 
raised.  At  the  present  time  the  system  of  marking  does  not 
require  a  pass-mark  in  drawing  for  promotion  to  the  next 
higher  grade.  Some  colleges  are  now  giving  points  in  this 
subject — both  in  entrance  examinations  and  in  the  course  of 
study  afterward  pursued.  If  in  the  last  years  of  the  High 
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school  course  drawing  could  be  counted  as  one  study,  when  a 
pupil  is  looking  forward  to  a  technical  education,  this  would 
be  not  simply  an  aid  to  that  special  student,  but  an  incentive 
to  those  in  the  entering  classes  with  similar  inclinations. 

( 2 .)  How  to  increase  the  practical  value  of  the  subject 
in  the  High  school  when  the  time  allowed  is  so  inadequate. 
There  are  now  two  classes — the  free  hand  and  the  mechani¬ 
cal.  All  four  years  of  the  school  course  are  represented  in 
the  mechanical  class.  One  can  see  at  a  glance  that  the 
pupils  must  work  at  a  disadvantage — some  being  ready  for 
advanced  work,  others  taking  a  subject  new  to  them. 

Reference  books  on  the  subject  of  drawing,  and  pottery 
and  casts  would  prove  most  acceptable.  A  few  small  tables 
or  stands  are  needed  for  arranging  groups  from  which  to 
draw.  Some  provision  should  be  made  for  exhibiting  from 
time  to  time  reproductions  or  original  work  which  one  does  • 
not  wish  to  subject  to  school  room  wear. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  teachers  and  school  offi¬ 
cials  for  their  hearty  co-operation,  and  all  who  are  helping  to 
make  my  work  a  most  pleasant  task.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  honorable  School 
Board  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  : 

Your  special  teacher  of  music  in  the  schools  is  pleased  to 
report  very  satisfactory  work  of  teachers  and  pupils  during 
the  past  year.  I  think  I  can  truthfully  say  that  the  voices  of 
the  children  have  improved,  that  interest  in  the  subject  has 
grown  in  all  grades,  and  that  the  scholars  are  more  and  more 
coming  to  regard  singing  as  an  important  branch  of  study  as 
well  as  a  pleasant  period  of  recreation. 

When  all  pupils  can  be  brought  to  feel  that  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  accept  music  not  only  for  the  good  of  their  classes 
and  their  own  future  welfare,  but  that  they  may  obtain  high¬ 
er  standing  in  their  schools  by  so  doing,  then  we  can  expect 
still  better  results.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  younger 
children  are  the  most  interested  in  this  branch,  and  in  the 
Merrimac  schools  it  really  seems  as  if  they  were  all  trying  to 
do  their  very  best.  We  must  see  to  it  that  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  lower  classes  is  extended  to  the  upper  and  into  the  High 
school,  where  there  is,  of  course,  the  greatest  need.  The 
children  must  be  made  to  feel  that  the  work  of  the  under 
grades  is  but  to  fit  them  for  the  more  important  part  in  the 
higher  and  into  all  life  beyond.  In  a  word,  that  the  same 
rules  shall  apply  to  the  study  of  music  in  the  schools  that 
obtain  in  other  branches. 
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There  have  been  new  books  asked  for  and  graciously 
granted  by  your  Board  in  rooms  where  it  was  evident  a 
change  was  desirable  for  the  better  growth  of  the  work. 

It  has  seemed  desirable  to  replace  the  piano  used  in  the 
High  school  by  a  first  class  instrument  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  to  thi»  end  a  concert  was  given  last  Spring  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds  for  its  purchase,  but  a  sufficient  sum  was  not 
realized  at  that  time.  There  have  since  been  some  additions 
to  the  fund  and  generous  offers  of  assistance,  and  it  has  been 
thought  best  to  again  ask  the  public  to  complete  the  work  by 
liberally  attending  another  entertainment,  which  we  hope  to 
have  ready  in  the  near  future.

OF  MERRIMAC  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Merrimac,  Mass.,  Feb.  ist,  1906. 
To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  : 

The  Board  of  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  on  this  date. 

There  have  been  two  alarms  : 

may  5. 

Alarm  from  Box  12,  for  fire  at  Lake  Attitash  ;  cottage  owned 
by  II.  W.  Hale.  No  insurance.  Cause  unknown. 

JUNE  1. 

Alarm  from  Box  12  for  slight  brush  fire  at  J.  E.  Currier’s, 
Maple  street. 

APPARATUS  AT  CENTRAL  STATION. 

The  apparatus  at  the  Central  Station  consists  of  one 
third  class  Amoskeag  double  pump  steamer;  one  two-horse 
hose  wagon,  capacity  1200  feet;  one  four-wheel  hand  reel, 
capacity  600  feet ;  one  hook  and  ladder  truck  ;  five  chemical 
fire  extinguishers ;  2300  feet  of  hose  and  all  necessary  tools 
and  equipments  in  good  order. 
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MERRI  MAC  PORT  STATION. 

At  the  Merrimacport  Station  we  have  one  Gleason  & 
Bailey  hand  machine;  one  two-wheel  hose  reel,  capacity  700 
feet ;  two  chemical  fire  extinguishers  ;  with  all  equipments 
in  good  order. 

It  was  thought  best  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  to  disband 
Steamer  Co.  No.  1  and  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  No.  4?  aud 

1 

reorganize  with  two  hose  companies.  Hose  No.  1  to  con¬ 
sist  of  20  members  to  handle  all  apparatus  at  the  Central 
Station.  Hose  No.  2  to  consist  of  ten  members,  stationed  at 
Merrimacport.  In  the  day  time  by  this  arrangement  mem¬ 
bers  of  Hose  2  working  at  the  Center  will  respond  immedi¬ 
ately  to  the  Central  Station  and  assist  Hose  1  until  their  ap¬ 
paratus  arrives.  This  disposition  seems  to  give  general  sat¬ 
isfaction. 

Having  no  satisfactory  alarm,  at  the  request  of  many 
citizens  we  experimented  with  whistles  at  the  Electric  Light 
Plant,  and  although  it  did  not  prove  a  success  it  seems  to  be 
the  best  we  can  do  until  the  towm  sees  fit  to  go  to  quite  an 
expense  for  something  better.  There  being  no  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  this  experiment  is  the  cause  of  our  overdraft. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  furnished  the  hall  at  the 
Central  Station  and  the  Engineers’  room  and  also  placed  new 
signs  on  the  house  which  we  think  adds  very  much  to  its 
appearance.  The  kitchen  has  been  sheathed  and  water  in¬ 
stalled,  the  labor  being  done  by  members  of  the  company 
gratuitously.  The  house  at  Merrimacport  has  been  shingled 
and  other  necessary  repairs  made. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  board  recommends  the  buying  of  a  few  hundred 
feet  of  hose  each  year  as  w^e  think  it  better  than  to  buy  a 
large  quantity  at  one  time.  We  think  with  the  same  appro- 
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priation  as  last  year  the  town  could  be  supplied  with  suffi¬ 
cient  hose,  which  should  be  a  fixed  policy  of  the  department. 

VVe  also  recommend  that  the  town  dispose  of  the  Hand 
Tub  at  Merrimacport. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  com¬ 
panies  and  the  public  in  general  for  the  interest  they  have 
taken  in  the  department.

We  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  30th  annual  report 
of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library,  and  do  so  confident  that  the 
Library  is  in  good  condition,  and  is  appreciated  and  enjoyed 
by  the  Citizens  as  much  as  at  any  time  in  its  history. 

During  the  year  ending  February  first  the  Library  has 
been  opened  100  times,  and  a  total  of  9,155  books  have  been 
put  in  circulation,  vvij;h  an  average  delivery  of  91.5,  the 
largest  in  any  one  day  being  1S8.

This  is  the  first  time  that  all  bills  contracted  by  the  Trus¬ 
tees  have  not  been  paid  in  full  when  the  annual  report  was 
rendered,  as  this  year  the  Selectmen  did  not  see  fit  to  allow 
the  Trustees  but  $425.00  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
town  of  $^00.00,  leaving  us  short  $75.00. 

The  Trustees  did  not  learn  of  this  condition  of  affairs  un¬ 
til  recently,  and  had  previously  provided  for  using  all  of  the 
appropriation. 

Perhaps  it  is  'well  to  state  that  the  insurance  on  the  Libra¬ 
ry  expired  this  year,  and  was  renewed  for  three  years  at  a 
premium  of  $75.00. 

The  insurance  premium  has  never  been  paid  by  the 
Trustees,  and  they  did  not  expect  to  pay  it  this  year,  so  did 
not  make  provision  for  it,  as  heretofore  it  has  been  paid  by 
the  Selectmen  from  the  miscellaneous  appropriation. 

The  Selectmen  paid  the  insurance  premium  of  $75.00 
and  deducted  it  from  the  appropriation  of  $500.00,  and  it 
leaves  your  Trustees  in  the  embarrassing  position  of  being 
unable  to  pay  all  the  bills. 

An  article  is  inserted  in  the  warrant  asking  the  town  to 
vote  that  the  Selectmen  pay  to  the  Trustees  the  $75.00  bal¬ 
ance  of  appropriation  of  1905.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herein  present  their 
second  annual  report  of  the  Merrimac  water  works  for  the 
year  ending  January  31st,  1906. 

The  balance  due  on  construction  contracts  has  all  been 
paid.  The  land  damages  have  not  been  settled. 

We  have  expended  $356.62  removing  stumps  and  im¬ 
proving  the  grounds  at  the  pumping  station,  and  we  think 
that  something  should  be  done  every  year  in  this  direction  un¬ 
til  the  grounds  are  in  good  condition. 

We  have  received  from  the  sale  of  water  this  year 
$2,043,111,  and  we  think  it  would  be  a  conservative  estimate 
that  we  should  receive  fiom  the  278  water  takers  that  we  now 
have  for  the  ensuing  year  $2,400.00,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  town  appropriate  for  67  hydrants,  two  watering  troughs 
and  street  sprinkling  standpipes  $25.00  each,  which  would 
make  $1,750.00,  and  with  the  $2,400.00  estimated  from 
water  takers  would  make  a  total  amount  of  $4,150.00. 

We  have  pumped  19,601 ,090  gallons  of  water  the  past 
year  and  have  consumed  466^^^^  gross  tons  of  coal  and  119J 
gross  tons  of  screenings.  We  have  received  from  the  Light 
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department  for  fuel  and  oil  from  Oct.  5,  1904  to  July  10, 

1905,  $1,433.55,  being  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  coal  and 
oil  used,  and  the  Light  department  owes  the  Water  depart¬ 
ment  for  coal  and  oil  from  July  10,  1905  to  January  31, 

1906,  $1,019.20. 

86  service  pipes  have  been  laid  this  year  making  a  total 
number  of  248  now  installed,  and  we  have  a  total  of  278 
water  takers. 

We  have  laid  the  past  year  5,576  feet  of  1  inch  wrought 
iron  pipe,  cement  lined  to  4  inch,  making  the  total  amount 
laid  15,578  feet;  290  feet  of  iT  inch  wrought  iron  pipe, 
cement  lined  to  14  inch,  making  the  total  amount  laid,  1,222 
feet;  and  86  feet  of  2  inch  galvanized  pipe  for  street  sprink¬ 
ling  standpipes. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  Thursday,  June  29,  1905, 
under  Article  3,  on  petition  of  F.  E.  Bartlett  and  others  to 
see  if  the  town  would  vote  to  extend  the  water  main  from 
Main  street  on  Bear  Hill  street  to  the  school  house,  it  was 
moved  by  F.  E.  Bartlett  that  the  Water  Board  be  and  is  here¬ 
by  ordered  to  expend  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  lay  water  pipes 
on  Bear  Hill  street  and  use  any  unexpended  balance  of  money 
they  may  have  or  raise  the  same  by  taxation. 

Voted  by  ballot,  yes  and  no,  the  check  list  being  used; 
total  number  of  votes,  92  ;  yes,  48  ;  no,  44 ;  the  motion  being 
carried.  As  the  land  damages  had  not  been  settled  the 
Water  Board  had  no  balance  and  the  funds  were  not  furnished 
them,  therefore  the  work  was  not  done.

MUNICIPAL  LIGHT  BOARD. 


The  Municipal  Light  Board  herein  present  their  second 
annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Lighting  Plant  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1906. 

We  have  set  two  poles  this  year  which  makes  the  total 
number  now  set  403. 

VVe  have  installed  two  street  lights  making  a  total  of  317, 
have  installed  eight  commercial  light  services,  making  a  total 
of  48,  and  one  power  taker,  making  a  total  of  3. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  $6.50  per 
light  for  the  317  street  lights  installed,  which  would  make 
$2,060.^0,  and  we  estimate  that  the  receipts  from  commercial 
lights,  $1,400.00,  and  from  power,  $1,400.00,  which  would 
make  a  total  amount  of  $4,86o.%o,  which  with  the  balance 
we  have  on  hand  we  think  would  be  a  sufficient  amount  to 
run  the  plant  for  the  year,  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  and
